We are now in London and the time 
since my daughter and I left home 
has been very much given over to 
travelling. Both the longer journeys—across the con- 
tinent and across the ocean—were happily without 
other than pleasant incidents. On the Brittanic we 
were fortunate enough to join the Presiding Bishop 
and Mrs. Perry and to find other friends, two or three 
of whom were bound for the same great conferences. 
The sea was propitious. I cannot remember any 
crossing quite like it. Perhaps there were people who 
suffered the common affliction of travelers by sea; 
but if there were their trouble must have been chiefly 
“mental”—the ocean itself gave them no excuse; and 
England up to the time I write has given us, if not 
continuous sunshine, at least no rain. | 

I have not been altogether idle. In New York we 
had an all-day and evening meeting of our Commis- 
sion for Conference with the Presbyterians, Method- 
ists and Lutherans. On board the boat, many talks 
about the coming conferences and our own ecclesias- 
tical affairs were possible. We reached London on 
July 4th (an auspicious day to invade England!) and 
on the 6th went for a twenty-four-hour visit at Lam- 
beth Palace, where I attended the meeting of the Lam- 
beth Consultative Body. 

That Body, which is perhaps to be described as a 
kind of advisory body to the Archbishop of Canterbury 
in connection with preparations for the next Lam- 
beth Conference and which has some other advisory 
functions, brought a dozen or fifteen bishops from 
fairly distant places—two Canadian Archbishops, the 
Archbishop of the West Indies, and representatives 
of still more distant places now living in England. The 
two English Archbishops and those of Wales and of 
Dublin were, of course, present. 

The next day I went out to Westfield College in 
Hampstead, a most charming woman’s college of the 
University of London, where for three days some 
thirty men and women associated closely with the two 
great Conferences met under the chairmanship of the 
Archbishop of York to talk over and plan for a closer 
union of “Faith and Order” with “Life and Work.” 
The results of the meeting will go before the two Con- 
ferences and this Committee is very hopeful that their 
meeting marked the initiation of a big forward step 
in practical unity. 

So much for a bit of travel talk; and since I must 
get this into the mail if it is to catch the August Pa- 
cific Churchman, let me close with just one other 
word. I think and pray for the Diocese and its work 
and its dear people every day. And today as I write 
this the Forward Day by Day reading (July 9, Ph. 
1:7-11) tells of St. Paul’s love for the Church in 
Philippi. Turn back to it and read. I could not send 
you a better message. I am not “in bonds”; but surely 
otherwise I think and feel and pray as did St. Paul. 
What better could I ask of God than “that your love 
may abound yet more and more in knowledge and all 
judgment.”

The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese: 


During my thirty-three years of service in the min- 
istry of the Church I have noticed that there are occa- 
sions on which men seem to be somewhat beside them- 
selves. Such, for instance, is the time when a man 
takes to himself a wife. And I have noticed that the 
fathers of the principals are a bit confused. One said 
to me at a certain “happy occasion” that he had found 
one time when men did not amount to much. Well, I 
don’t expect to amount to much on August 21. Per- 
haps I don’t at other times but I won’t admit it. If any 
of you “dear friends” happen to be in Berkeley that 
evening, drop in at St. Mark’s about 8:00 and I will 
be glad to welcome you. Don’t look for me during the 
week preceding; I shall try to take a sort of vacation, 
maybe the only one I will get. 

The laymen of the Diocese are coming into their 
own. I hear of many places where the laymen are 
doing a lot of work. At King City men worked on the 
vicarage last summer. At Belmont over fourteen hun- 
dred hours of work were given in the building of the 
social hall. They are proud of their work and so am I. 
In Albany the men made a rented store look like a 
chapel and a very attractive one. 

Mr. M. Anderson Thomas tells me that the program 
for the Laymen’s Conference is in fine shape. Nearly 
all the men asked have accepted places on the pro- 
gram. 

The summer school of the District of San Joaquin 
was held at Camp Sierra, in high mountains east of 
Fresno. It is a beautiful place and most inspiring. The 
attendance was small; the compensation being that we 
all came to know one another very well and had a 
right jolly time. I am glad I was invited to be on the 
faculty. 

Redwood City is on our diocesan map with a vim. 
Enthusiasm and determination are its keynotes. On 
June 27 the new electric organ was dedicated and on 
the following Monday there was a well attended par- 
ish dinner, with some talk about “Mary and Her 
Bonus.” 

It is needless to say that my visit to Belmont in con- 
nection with the dedication of the new social hall will 
be long remembered. On Sunday evening, June 24, 
there was the service of dedication, on Monday the 
San Francisco Monday Club met for lunch and on 
Tuesday the first community gathering was held in 
the hall. 

The good rector of St. Paul’s, Salinas, is out of the 
hospital. The thanks of the parish are due to the Rev. 
George Davidson of Los Angeles, who helped out 
during Mr. Tancock’s illness. 

A deputation from the young people called on me to 
discuss their share in the missionary program of the 
Diocese. They have some great plans and I feel sure 
that a new impetus will come into our mission field if 
their efforts can be patiently followed out. When I 
suggest giving them a hand I do not mean just ap- 
plause but a chance to show what they can do. 

One lovely Thursday in July I visited St. Luke’s 
Hospital. Dr. Johnson, the superintendent, took me 
all over it. It is quite a place and one of which the

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Notes on Asilomar Conference 


“A spiritual cause can be discovered in every case 
of physical disability,” said Canon L. D. Gottschall, in 
his Clergy Conference at the Diocesan Summer Con- 
ference at Asilomar. Vigorous discussion featured the 
meaty courses offered to the largest number of. regu- 
lar attendants gathered at any conference of recent 
years. 

“The ‘creative breath’ of life is. prayer,” said Canon 
Gottschall, opening the morning hour on “Personal- 
ity and Christian Living.” “Without breath, the body 
can not live; without prayer the soul dies.” Speaking 
of popularity, “It depends not upon the tricks of social 
playfulness but upon the sound stuff of Christian char- 
acter and attainment.” We must live together; we only 
can do so successfully and happily when we under- 
stand ourselves and others truly and sympathetically. 
Bluff, deceit, pettiness, selfishness destroy the affec- 
tions of our friends and cut us off from the beauties 
of sincere companionship. We must prepare ourselves 
not only for the economic work of life but for the defi- 
nite tasks and undertakings of the Christian home. 


For the clergy Canon Gottschall discussed the field 
of psychiatry, endrocrinology, types and the obvious 
remedy. The bibliography covering both courses was 
followed by readers in the school library, including 
such volumes as “The Return to Religion,” Link; 
“Fear,” “Psychiatry and Mental Health,” Oliver; 
“The Inner Chamber,” Sherman; “Psychology of 
Christian Personality,” Ligon. 


Canon C. Rankin Barnes showed that the chief 
sources of the American family practice lay in Puri- 
tanism, the Renaissance and the romantic movement 
but there has been a marked modification by the 
democratic idea and the process of urbanization. Dif- 
ferent types of family center around the father, the 
mother, the entire family or a single child and teach 
more by their atmosphere than by any specific instruc- 
tion. The child needs security to the age of twelve; 
then development, with gradual emancipation from 
his parents. The Church’s requirement of pre-marital 
instruction, if adequately fulfilled, will eventually 
make an invaluable contribution to building whole- 
some Christian families. 


In his forum hour on General Convention problems 
Canon Barnes aroused keen discussion on the pos- 
sible reorganization of the National Council, the liber- 
alization of the marriage canon (which was favor- 
ed in the votes of those attending), the administration 
of the holy communion, the support of national work 
and retirement of bishops at a particular age limit. 

Mrs. D. S. Lloyd Jones told the women that a 
Church study course should improve the life of mem- 
bers; that every worker in the Church should grow 
spiritually by her responsibility. If Christianity is true 
nothing else matters; it it is not true, nothing matters. 
Worship must overflow in action. We must learn to 
introduce casual remarks about the Church in our so- 
cial gatherings. Prayer offered on a street car for 
some one obviously in need may find its vivid fulfill- 
ment, 

“The Church’s mission for tomorrow,” said Mrs. 
Bruce J. Bacon, “lies not within any particular area 
of peoples or of life but must be a live creative force 
which will tend to integrate all into a harmonious 
whole. It is utterly futile to speak of missions as a 
world movement until this integration is accomplished 
within ourselves. The very heart and soul of the mis- 
sion is the personal consecration of individuals as well 
as the furtherance of the social gospel. The greatest 


of all needs is a deeper and clearer understanding of 
the nature of Christianity itself—a valid theology. Our 
attitude toward home and distant missions is depen- 
dent upon a much older but ever new question, at 
think ye of Jesus that is called the Christ?’ To feel 
the divine challenge quickens one’s realization of the 
meaning of Jesus’ call, ‘My disciple, why have you 
been so long in finding me?’” 

Miss F. Ellenore Prince delighted the company with 
the puppet presentation of her exquisite Christmas 
story. The outline of modern understanding of the 
New Testament by Dean H. H. Shires, the drill in the 
best musical practice led by Mr. Veazie, the courses 
specially designed for young people, the conferences 
and pleasures of the conference have left a permanent 
impression upon the thought and spirit of the Diocese.

Doctor Finances Cathedral Bell Tower and Chimes 


(By Carolyn Anspacher, in San Francisco “Chron- 
icle, July 27) 


Dr. Nathaniel Coulson, 84, can not die until the sing- 
ing bells of Grace Cathedral chorus greetings to the 
Golden Gate International Exposition in 1939. Perhaps 
it might be better to say the sprightly philanthropist 
will not die until a great carillon sounds forth its 
melodic salute to the works of God and man. To date 
Dr. Coulson has poured $67,499.77 into the mold fash- 
ioning his dream, almost the entire income he derives 
from his fifty-one annuities. By so doing he has left 
himself not much more than $1 a day for his own few 
wants. 


At the Crocker Home, where he lives, Dr. Coulson 
rules as a minor monarch. At Grace Cathedral, where 
he passes the bright hours of each day, his name and 
his person are blessed. Nine years ago, during the 
course of the 1928 Grace Cathedral campaign for a 
$4,000,000 building fund, Dr. Coulson subscribed $25,- 
000 to be used for installation of bells. Then dark days 
swept the nation and, fearing that he would not live 
to hear his chimes, the bright-cheeked little dentist de- 
cided to finance construction of one of the cathedral’s 
two great towers—a gesture costing him $42,499.77. 


To do this Dr. Coulson sold most of his stock and 
used the entire annual income from his annuities. 

Now, with the steel fabrication of the tower com- 
pleted, he must wait until December to order his thirty- 
bell carillon. December brings Christmas to the world 
but it likewise brings the dentist his 1938 income and 
Dr. Coulson prefers to make his gifts in cash, not in 
promises. Dr. Coulson estimates that it will take ten 
months to fashion the 25-ton bells and a few months 
for their shipping and installation. But on February 
18, 1939—the day the exposition opens—the Grace 
Cathedral chimes will add their song to the festivities. 
The dentist smiles as he contemplates that day but he 
ne has no intention of sitting back and waiting 

or it. 

By his past contributions to the Church he believes 
he has added years to his life and life to his years. 
Just what his future contributions will be he hasn’t 
quite decided. “I came to this country in 1875, an im- 
migrant boy from England,” he said. “San Francisco 
was good to me. I graduated with the class of 1885 
from the University of California. I practiced dentistry 
here until 1925. I saved some of my money. I plunged 
with the rest of it. I have no relatives. I have no family 
ties. My money will do the city mote good than it will 
do me. But that money will last only as long as I live. 
So I must live, if only to do my part in giving San 
Francisco a church designed for the entire commun- 
ity, a great cathedral within a great city.” 

To those passing the Grace Cathedral site on Cali- 
fornia street, the modest, white-haired donor is a 
familiar figure. To those within the Cathedral he is 
equally familiar, a selfless little man whose first name 
—loosely translated—means “Gift of God.” 


Dr. Coulson plans, if spared, to construct the south 
tower in which he will install twenty bells. This fifty- 
bell carillon will doubtless prove to be the most power- 
ful chime west of the Rocky Mountains. The Cathedral 
will stand 278 feet above sea level. The twin towers, 
with a ten-foot electric cross, will rise 184 feet above 
Taylor street, a total of 462 feet. The International 
Golden Gate Exposition tower will be 400 feet high.

_ Visit of Mr. Archie T. L. T’sen 


We are fortunate in this Diocese in that we may 
have Mr. T’sen with us for a week. He is a graduate 
of our Boone School and Boone College in Wuchang, 
China. For a number of years after graduating from 
college Mr. T’sen taught at Boone Middle School. Later 
he went into business in Nanking. Although still a 
young man he has now retired and is giving practically 
his entire time to the work of the Church in China. 
As president of the Board of Missions, Mr. T’sen has 
been courageous in planning and vigorous in admin- 
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istration. At the Synod of the Chinese Church in 1931 
he undertook to raise $20,000 in Chinese currency for 
the endowment of the episcopate in China. At the next 
Synod, in 1934, he was able to report that he had 
raised about $25,000. This enabled the Synod to elect 
Bishop Shen Tze Kao and put him in charge of its 
missionary work in the Province of Shensi.
